Belle 
Leppo, 


accompanied by William D. Reynolds and 
Frank M. Burris, president and cashier, 
respectively, of the bank, and Joseph H. 
Einhorn. It was pointed out to Hopper 
that the letter written to ;.Mr. Einaorn 
was on the identical stationery used by 
the bank, and that the typewriter used

W/hifes Increase Faster Than Negroes'. 


Fesr of Negro domination made the South solidly Democratic in 


the seventies and has kept it fairly solid ever since, although Mary- 
land, Kentucky and Missouri—all border States with a relatively 
small black population—have kicked out of the traces on several 
occasions. At last, however, the specter of Negro domination is 
laid. The tabulations of the bureau- of statistics for the census 
taken last year shows beyond peradventure that the white population 
of the Southern States is increasing much faster than the colored 
population. The high death rate and the constant drift +d the north 
keeps down the colored population, while the whites have the ad- 
vantage of a lower death rate and are recruited by a steady, though 
small stream, of immigration from the States "north of the Potomac 
and Ohio rivers. 
; - 


But the vital statistics prove conclusively that the -natural in- 


crease of the whites in the old slave States is greater than the in- 
crease of the blacks. Since their emancipation the birth rate among 
Negroes has rapidly declined, while the death rate has increased. In 
other words, the colored people multiplied much more rapidly in 
slavery than they have in freedom. 
An enormous increase in the 


colored population was shown by the census of 1SSO. But this in- 
crease was more apparent than real because it was based on a com- 
parison of the census figures of 1870 with those of 1880. The census 
of 1S70 was imperfectly taken and grossly understated^th'e number 
of Negroes in the Southern States. The census of 1890 proved that 
there was a false quantity in the apparently abnormal increase in,the 
colored population shown by tliexcensus of 1880. The census of 1900 
dissipated al! doubts on the subject. It is now conclusively demon- 
strated that the Negroes are relatively a declining factor in.the par- 
ticular region in which they were supposed to have a climatic advan- 
tage,

During the last decade, 1900-1910, the white population of the 


South increased 4.025,603, or 24.4 per cent, as compared with an in- 
crease of S2G.42!, or 10.4 per cent, for'the Negro population of the 
South. For the remainder of the country outside of the South there 
has been an increase in white population during the decade:from 50,- 
287,221; lo (ij,185.114, the growth thus being 10,897,888, or 21:7.per 
cent. The Negro population outside the South,has grown from 911,- 
'):.'.") to 1.078.i)04, or by 157,879, equal to 18.4 per cent. "' - 


In 1910 the Negro population was relatively 'smalleir in every 


Southern State, West Virginia and Arkansas excepted, thap it-was in 
1900. 
There were more Negroes but a still larger proportion of 


whites. In the South the natural white increase is greater than it 
;A in tho North. The large increase in the colored population of 
West Virginia and Oklahoma is due to migration from States'fur- 
ther south. 
In Kentucky, Maryland and Tennessee the colored 


population has declined since 1900. In 1900 the Negroes outnum- 
bered the whites in South Carolina and Mississippi.-' The blanks 
are still in the majority in those States, but their numerical prepon- 
derance has declined. In time it will disappear entirely. A ^gen- 
eration ago ihe advisability of abandoning South Carolina and Mis- 
sissippi to the Negroes was seriously discussed. Today the person 
advocating such a proposition would be declared a lunatic.. 


The Xegrnes. in the United States rely upon their own powers 


of reproduction to sustain themselves. They are confronted with 
an overwhelming white majority that brutally insists upon keeping 
Its foot on the neck-of the black man. The colored people are in a 
Condition of political servitude and are denied equal industrial op- 
portunities. They have better industrial opportunities in the South, 
where they have been almost completely deprived of political rights. 
Their numbers arc not replenished from any exterior source, while 
a constant stream of immigrants from Europe continues to swell 
die white population. 
Under these conditions the future of the 


Negro in. this country is a problem. What is ultimately to become 
of him? What is to be the fate of this exotic colony planted in the 
rr.idst of a stronger and far more numerous race filled with race 
wide and the lust of -domination? 


The overwhelming Democratic victory in Kentucky will prob- 


ably be a warning t>.> the Republicans, riot to repeat the experiment 
'.>; nominating a prohibitionist as their candidate for Governor in a 
State famous for the quality and quantity of the whisky distilled 
in it. 


Medical Services for Rich Patients. 


A much-debated question of.medical ethics is again brought to 


attention by the suit Dr. Joseph- A. .Frankel has brought against the 
estate of the late E. H. Harriman. "Ought a physician ;to charge a 
rich patient more than a poor one? Perhaps a better way to put it 
would be to "ask if'medical services'should be rated in proportiori 
to the wealth of the patient? That bills are frequently made out in 
accordance with, the size of t-he patient's purse is notorious: On 
the other hand the'great majority of physicians dp an enormous 
amount of-work for 'nothing—mainly becaus'e the patients served 
gratis- are too poor to .pay the minimum charges prescribed by the 
medical-associations.

Dr. Frankel attended Mr. Harriman from March .1 to September 


1, 1909, and,rendered a bill for $4500. Mrs. Harriman refused to 
pay the bill on the ground that it is exorbitant. Dr.. Frankel%as 
.sued to recover his claim. If Dr. Frankel devoted so much of his 
time to Mr. Harriman that his general practice was injured, it would 
not appear that .the .compensation he asked is extravagant. 
His 


attendance covered a. period'of six months. The diligence of the at- 
'tendance as well as the quality and character of the service'is a 
factor in determining the amount; of compensation ithe physician 
should receive. . If he s.ent in a big bill simply because the patient 
was a multi-millionaire another aspect is put upon the. case. 


• 
If we compare Dr. Frankel's bill with the sums the government 


paid to the physicians and surgeons who attended Presidents Gar- 
field and McKinley after they were shot, it does not seem to. be ex- 
cessive. However,. those physicians practically gave all their time 
to their patients'while attending them. The circumstances may 
have been entirely different in the Frankel-Harriman case. But all 
this is aside from the/question: Is it ethical and equitable for a 
physician to rate his''services in proportion 'to the wealth of his 
'patient? .A sense of gratitude prompts; most patients of'large means 
t<3 be liberal in paying for medical 'services, but there are "excep- 
tions. No matter how rich-they are some people .object .to paying a 
penny more than'~a thing is worth or a farthing more than the 
standard price. Once a certain multi-millionaire in San Francisco 
sent back a bill for medical services "to be corrected in acpordance 
with the fee scale authorized "by the ,San Franciscd Medical As'soci- 
tion." In his opinion he was entitled to medical attention at the 
minimum .cost.

Rich'patients usually call in physicians of eminent,talents a'nd 


.extensive practice,"and"it is. their :habit- to ,be very exacting in their 
demands on the time and attention of their medical advisers. It .is 
not only human nature, but essentially just that the iphysician 
should charge extra for extra service, especially'if the patient be 
immensely rich. .Nor does it appear inequitable or contrary to the 
natural-law of.compensation for a physician who gives his time, 
talents.and skill to patients who are unable to pay to charge wealthy 
patients a rate above the ordinary. So'me patients would not be- 
lieve the doctor was giving-them his best service unless he charged 
them extra fees.

as a school educator.

ture :permits the 'school room to travel 
and see, and the Impression from that Is 
more forceful and more lasting. 
The 


manners, the trade life, the busy, every- 
day appearance of great centers, are'all 
sxibject to visual review in the school- 
room by the magic of the motion picture. 
The text of the . lesson that >vas dry 
becomes illuminated with interest. 
The 


appeal that is irjide to the pupil and tho 
eftect of.it are altogether different than 
any heretofore made in the school-room.

[STRAIGHT 
ROADS OF FRANCE 


I find something disheartening in 'these 


straight and splendid roads' of France, 
ruled like white lines across the country, 
with their rows of trees, thousands and 
thousands In a row, placed with the reg-- 
ulartty^of railway sleepers. Such roads 
were made for armies, not for natural 
men and women. On such a road when 
you .come to a hilltop you seo before you, 
perhaps for five miles, a straight white 
ribbon lying across the plain; before- you 
have gone half a mlla you have, trav- 
ersed it all backwards a.nd forwards with 
your eyes, have traveled in your imag- 
ination to its farthest limit, have seen 
all there is to bo seen, so .that there re- 
mains nothing but the mere 
physical 


business of moving your, body along the 
remaining four and'a half miles. The en- 
gineering is" magnificent, but there Is 
•something unfriendly In -it. I remember 
once, starting to walk with a. friend from 
Dieppe to Paris, and taking too largo a 
stage oh the first day. 
The distance, I 


think, was about twenty-five miles. Wa 
did everything we should not have done. 
We. loitered in the early part of the dayi 
we wandered into forests by the roadside; 
we ate .hungrily and too well at a coun- 
try Inn, we talked continuously, with the 
result that toward nightfall two misera- 
ble, dust-cqyered figures began the de- 
scent into the Normandy town of Neuf- 
Chatelen-Bray. 
The 
approach :to 
the 


town, which lies at the foot of a hill, is 
a triumph of engineering. The national 
road winds down In a gentle spirit, by a 
hardly perceptible gradient, round the 
vast circumference of the hill. Below us. 
a stone's throw away, twinkled the wel- 
coming lights of the town; a jump -would 
almost have landed us upon its roofs. 
But ttie broad road, in obedience to tha 
laws of mathematics, 
curved 
grandly 


away from it, fetched a great compass 
and-entered It from the other Bide. 'And 
yard by yard, and perch by perch, did 
we limp down this vast avenue examin- 
ing its surface before each footstep lest 
there should be a stone or Inequality 
which would further mortify our bruised 
members. 
I thought on that occasion, 


and think still, that it would have been, 
kinder if the French engineers, in mak- 
ing such grand .military, avenues, had 
also cut a little path, straight and deep, 
whereby the ordinary mortal might reach 
his shelter for the night. Perhaps If we 
had looked we should have found some 
such natural, path, but we dared not 
leave-the certainty of the main road on 
a mere chance, -with the risk of perhaps 
adding to our footsteps ana finding no 
other way. The short cut, If there was 
one, would p'robably have been steep and 
rough, as most cuts are; but I think wo 
should have put up with greater pain to 
the feet for the sake of greater ease to 
the .mind.—JLondon Saturday Review.

His crime, it is said, was easi- 
ly proved and he was sentenced by 
Judge Dunne to twenty-five years in
